FICTITIOUS NAME LAW

Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: .Statutory tiling fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge tor the tour insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper.

2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must tile. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 


12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons tile and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
tees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk tor 
tiling with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company": or it a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered In the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-tiling is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
Information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
In the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter.

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July l, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop’’ and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe’’ or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

’The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names tile new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-tile under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTIQN: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all Items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for Identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 


7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process tor 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week tor tour weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after tiling. 
And proof of publication must be riled with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 


15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
tilings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new tilings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 


8 . QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1 , 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, tilings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 


16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value tor the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 


9. QUESTION: What is the penalty tor failure 
to tile and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of tiling and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name.

It may be the greatest 
tragedy of our time that 
while many of our nation’s 
young people are showing 
great co.iicern about the des¬ 
truction of our natural re¬ 
sources, they are polluting 
and destroying themselves 
through the u.se of ■narcotics 
and dangerous drugs. 

Our nation’s greatest re¬ 
source, of course, is its peo¬ 
ple, and especially its yo.ung 
people. 

It Is boca'use so many of 
them seem bent o,n self-de.s- 
truction that the problem of 
drug abuse has, indeed, be¬ 
come an epidemic. 

And yet this problem is 
being attacked in such a 
fragmented fashion that mil¬ 
lions of dollars are n'Ot being 
fully utilized' because of 
lack of coordination. 

In Lo.s Angelos County, 
where social change so often 
is far ahead of the rest of 
the nation' for good or bad, 
that lack of coordination 
was magnified to an almo.st 
incomprehensible degree. 

Consider that the size of 
of our county government — 
the fourth largest adminls- 
tratio.n -unit in the world, in 
a .space of 4,500 square miles 
a.n(] with more than seven 
million' people — and you 
may get .some idea of the 
complexity of the situation. 

Statistics may tell o.nly 
part ox the story of human 
suffering, but they can be 
revealing. For instance, in 
the past year, 50 persons a 
day in the county overdosed' 
on a drug. Another two died 
each day from en overdc.se 
of heroin. Yet another two 
died each daj' from suicidal 
overdoses of barbiturates. 

Nearly two per cent of the 
600,000 children in the Los 
A.ngoles Unified School Dis¬ 
trict alone suffered a crim¬ 
inal incident involving 
drugs. In some of our spe¬ 
cial oontinuatio.n schools, 
over lialf of the children 
have drug-related police re¬ 
cords. More than 45,000 of 
our citizens, a vast major¬ 
ity tinder 30 years of ago, 
werp arrested for possession 
of illicit drugs during 1971. 

More than 40 per ce.nt of 


our criminal felony docket 
is Involved with drug-re¬ 
lated cases and more than 
8,000 persons were assigned 
probationary sentences for 
■drug offenses. 

De.spite all of our efforts, 
we know that experimenta¬ 
tion with drugs has reached 
the fourth and fifth grado.s 
in some of our .schools. De 
spite this, durmg the same 
year, less than six ce.nts a 
child was available for pre¬ 
ventive or educational pro¬ 
grams. 

If the statistics are .not 
painful enough, consider 
that the supply of dr.ug.s 
promises to become mo«, 
serious. With the eliminatio,n 
of opiate production in 
Turkey and the growi.ng 
source of heroin in the Far 
East, Soi.ithern Californ i a 
and Los Angeles are i.n- 
ereasingly becoming a ma¬ 
jor conduit for the entry of 
heroin into the U ,n i t o d 
States, 

We have always been the 
primary channoi for illicit 
substa.ncps, including can¬ 
nabis proiducts, barbiturates 
and stimulants, from Mexi¬ 
co a.nd other Latin American 
sources. 

And, our home-grown en¬ 
trepreneurs have long been 
a source of the development 
and manufacture of hallu- 
cin'ogons. Finally, there is in¬ 
creasing evidence that crim¬ 
inal engenuity is moving 
into the production of syn¬ 
thetic .heroin substitutes, 
which no program of border 
control can even vaguely af¬ 
fect. 

So I would remind you of 
what I said earlier, that all 
those problems were com¬ 
pounded by the overwhelm¬ 
ing lack of coordination of 
public and private drug 
treatment programs. 

Yet it is at this time that 
I, as a representative of our 
cou.nty — i.n which there are 
77 incorporated citie.s — can 
bring word of some hope to 
you here in the Congress. 

We believe we have mare 
a -start tn combating our 
problems, especially whe.n 
you consider that what we 
call the drug problem more 


realistically may be des¬ 
cribed as human problems 
ma.nifcsting themselves 
through the abuse of drugs 
— or, as the psychiatrists 
like to .say, tlirou.gh .scll- 
medication'. 

More et'd more experts be¬ 
lieve that these human 
problems are caused by all 
those factors whicli cau.se 
stress and anxiety in our 
modern society. 

Since they are huma.n 
problems, humans must try 
to resolve them. 

Our beginning, we believe, 
is most basic a.nd yet one 
of the most difficult tasks 
of health .services is man- 
to be undertake,n, to pull to¬ 
gether all the fragmented 
efforts to combat drug abuse 
in- our gigantic, complex 
county. 

As of July 25 of this year, 
our cocunty has adopted a 
Comprehensive Drug Abu.se 
Plan a.nd a planning and co¬ 
ordinating mechanism which 
has brought all of our citi¬ 
zens together, from public 
and private sectors, in a 
common effort and with a 
spirit of optimism. 

From total fragmontatio.n 
and great suspicion among 
the drug culture of anytlilng 
to tlo with the established 
structure, our cou.nty has 
taken a giant first .step, 
spearbeaded- by our Narco¬ 
tics and Dangerous Drugs 
Commission, appointed by 
our five-man Board of Sup¬ 
ervisors and established ori¬ 
ginally on' my motion, and 
through the great efforts ot 
ooid Interagency Task Force 
on Drug Abuse. 

Our County Chief Admin¬ 
istrative Officer dirocied the 
Department of IH e n t a 1 
Health, to put together a 
plan and program to be sup¬ 
ported chiefly with proposed 
Federal funds. 

To be coord i.nated were 
185 distinct diug programs, 
.pu'blic and private, along 
with major county agencies, 
S'licli as the departments of 
Hospitals, Health, Probation 
and the Sheriff. It is to be 
noted more than just In 
passing that -little could 
have been done without the 


enlgihtened cooperation of 
our law enforcement agen¬ 
cies 

Ail these agencies banded 
together ir.- this effort and 
brought to the County of Los 
Angeles a concept ol com¬ 
munity, on a regional and 
county-wide scale. 

For example, in more than 
20 regions of our county, 
members of the task force, 
from all sectors of society, 
have organized Legio.n a 1 
Drug Coalitions, a Town 
Hall co.ncept with roots at 
the founding of our nation. 

They gathered togeth e r 
and identified their sense of 
communlt>', from which they 
established th.eir coalition. 
Then, some ethnic minorities 
have handed together to 
focus maximum attention 
upon their .unique problems. 

And, tliose drug preven¬ 
tion ar.d treatment programs 
with similar interest liave 
organized coalitions to focus 
their energies. For instance, 
ail methodorve treatment 
programs have formed a 
Methodone Coalition. 

The.e are more than 23 
coalition.s, all banding to¬ 
gether to form the Inter¬ 
agency Task Force, with a 
membership of more than 
250. 

An idea of the magnitude 
of the coalitions can be seen 
in that one, in the San Fer¬ 
nando Valley, have o r - 
ganized to deal with the 
drug problems of a popula- 
tio.n of more tha,n llii mil¬ 
lion' people. More than half 
of the regional coalition.s 
■serve a population larger 
than the vast majority of 
the towns a-nd villages in 
the Ujiited States. 

Ail together, these wide- 
ranging kinds of people, 
working with our profes¬ 
sionals and countv e m • 
ployees, have estabii.shed a 
blueprint for Total Drug 
Services, against which a 
review of all existing facili¬ 
ties and available treatment 
which is being prepared is 
being measured.
